Picked  in  Sack 


WE  STARTED  Sack  Picking  our 
SEED  CORN  on  October  first  and 
from  then  on  things  begin  to  move 
fast,  as  we  have  only  about  so  many  days 
to  gather  this  Seed  before  cold  weather. 

No  loafing  on  the  job  at  this  stage  of  the 
game.  Everybody  must  be  at  the  plant  by 
6  to  6:30  in  the  morning  as  the  gangs  all 
start  for  the  fields  at  6:30  and  anyone  not 
there  before  the  Autos  leave  just  doesn’t 
work  that  day  for  we  do  not  wait  for  the 
laggards. 

The  gangs  have  from  6  to  12  men  each 
and  at  the  head  of  each  gang  we  have  a 
man  who  has  been  with  the  Company  for 
several  years  and  as  the  picked  Corn  is 
dumped  on  piles  in  the  field  this  foreman 
inspects  each  mans  Corn  as  it  is  dumped 
from  the  sack,  and  if  it  is  not  O.  K.  some¬ 
body  gets  called  to  account. 

Is  the  Corn  dumped  on  the  ground? 
NEVER!  The  men  prepare  what  we  call 
BEDS  which  are  made  by  laying  stalks 
and  grass  on  the  ground  to  a  depth  of 
6  or  8  inches  upon  which  the  Corn  is 
dumped.  This  keeps  the  corn  off  the  ground 
and  also  helps  in  ventilation. 

Did  you  ever  go  out  in  your  fields  on  a 
good  hot  day  in  October  and  Sack  Pick 


Seed  Corn?  If  you  did  you  will  know  that 
it  is  darned  hard  work  and  somewhat 
warm  and  a  sack  full  of  corn  gets  mighty 
heavy  before  you  get  to  the  end;  but  so 
far  we  have  been  unable  to  figure  out  any 
easier  way  of  doing  it,  and  until  we  do 
we  are  sure  going  to  stick  to  this  same  old 
method. 

Our  SEED  CORN  is  all  grown  right 
here  at  Geneseo,  Illinois,  Henry  County, 
all  within  a  radius  of  6  to  7  miles  on  the 
best  farms  and  by  the  best  farmers  in  this 
locality.  We  inspect  all  of  our  fields  before 
we  start  to  pick  and  every  field  must  pass 
this  inspection  or  it  is  just  passed  up  for 
we  always  have  a  larger  acreage  than  we 
have  capacity  which  insures  us  with  an 
ample  supply  of  extra  fine  Seed  to  fill  our 
hangers  and  bins. 

We  furnish  all  of  our  growers  with  the 
Seed  Corn  they  plant  for  us,  and  every 
ear  of  it  is  tested  not  only  for  Germination;

The  picture  above  gives  you  some  idea 
of  what  we  mean  by  DRIED  ON  A  RACK, 
the  rack  or  hanger  is  made  from  electric 
weld  fencing  and  you  will  notice  that 
every  ear  is  an  equal  distance  from  its 
neighbor  which  allows  for  perfect  ventila¬ 
tion  for  each  ear.  Each  hanger  holds  58 
ears  and  there  are  35  hangers  to  the  row. 
Now,  when  we  get  around  4000  bu.  of 
Seed  Corn  on  hangers  you  can  readily  see 
that  it  means  a  lot  of  work.  This  is  all 
piece  work,  so  much  per  hanger.  When  the 
men  are  at  this  work  they  work  from 
early  in  the  morning  until  many  times  nine 
o’clock  at  night. 

At  the  rear  of  the  picture  you  will  notice 
one  of  our  big  fans  which  is  portable.  It 
is  42  inches  in  diameter  and  moves  around 
14,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute.  This 
fan  is  turned  onto  the  corn  as  soon  as  the 
first  loads  appear  from  the  fields  in  the  fall 
and  runs  most  of  the  winter.  We  use  air 
long  before  we  ever  think  of  any  heat.  And 
this  is  one  of  the  reasons  that  our  SEED 
CORN  gives  such  good  results.  Nothing 
any  better  than  good,  dry,  fresh  air  put 
on  under  pressure. 


Regular  Stock 


You  will  notice  in  the  picture  above, 
two  of  our  drying  bins. 

This  is  where  all  of  our  Regular  Stock 
is  stored,  and  some  of  our  Sack  Picked. 
But,  not  a  bushel  of  sack  picked  corn 
goes  into  these  bins  until  all  of  our  wire 
hangers  are  filled — and  these  hangers  hold 
over  4,000  bushels  of  corn. 

These  bins  are  constructed  of  wire 
fencing,  two  sides  and  one  end,  the  other 
end,  as  you  see,  is  boarded  up.  The  “V” 
shaped  hole  is  a  ventilator,  built  of  wire 
and  runs  the  full  length  of  the  crib.  This 


gives  good  ventilation  the  full  length  of 
the  crib  from  the  bottom,  as  the  ventilator 
is  without  a  bottom. 

The  bins  are  also  cross-tiled,  with  8-inch 
tile,  two  strings  one  above  the  other 
between  each  set  of  studding,  in  all  each 
crib  has  about  400  feet  of  tile  in  it. 

We  have  found  that  this  is  an  excellent 
method  of  drying  corn  and  we  have  had 
very  good  success  handling  our  corn  in  this 
way.  We  also  find  that  this  corn  drys  out 
nearly  as  fast  as  the  corn  on  the  hangers, 
and  the  germination  is  fully  as  good  as  the 
hanging  corn. 


Ventilation 


Ventilation  is  one  of  the  most  essential 
steps  in  handling  SEED  CORN  properly 
and  in  fact  it  must  be  had,  or  your  SEED 
CORN  will  give  you  trouble  every  time. 

We  are  well  equipped  for  forcing  ven¬ 
tilation,  we  have  a  system  of  fans  that  will 
move  around  32,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per 
minute  and  our  building  has  over  100 
windows  and  doors,  besides  a  lot  of  ven¬ 
tilators  in  the  roof,  in  fact  when  they  are 


all  wide  open  it  looks  as  though  the 
building  was  all  doors  and  windows. 

But  this,  Dear  Customer,  is  just  why 
Withrow’s  SEED  CORN  drys  out  per¬ 
fectly,  gives  a  good  stand  and  yields  and 
matures  in  proper  shape.

All  of  our  Seed  Corn 
is  shipped  on  ten  days’  approval. 
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Butted  and  Tipped  by  Hand 


WE  COULD  save  a  lot  of  money  if  we 
used  machinery  to  butt  and  tip  our 
corn.  But  we  do  not  do  that. 
Our  greatest  pride  is  the  quality  of  our 
shelled  seed  and  the  only  way  you  can  get 
out  quality  seed  corn  is  to  take  that  ear 
in  your  hand  and  shell  off  both  ends  of  it 
by  hand  and  watch  what  you  are  doing. 
We  have  had  many  compliments  on  the 
way  we  grade  our  seed. 

Some  seed  houses  do  not  tip  or  butt  their 
corn  at  all;  others  do  it  by  machinery.

Our  workmen  are  experts.  They  have 
sorted  seed  corn  for  us  for  years.  They  all 
know  that  we  will  not  send  out  any  second 
class  corn  and  they  take  pride  in  their 
work.  We  treat  them  square  and  they 


treat  us  square,  and  between  us  we  get 
out  corn  that  we  are  proud  of.  And  these 
same  men  are  just  as  proud  of  our  seed  as 
we  are.  Quality  is  what  our  whole  organi¬ 
zation  is  working  for. 

You  will  get  some  idea  of  just  how  we 
do  this  in  the  cut  of  one  of  our  work  rooms 
at  top  of  page.  Each  man  has  a  stall, 
painted  white  and  with  plenty  of  light  from 
the  window  in  front  of  him,  also  an  electric 
light  in  case  the  day  is  dark  and  cloudy. 

The  corn  is  dumped  into  this  work  box 
or  stall  and  every  ear  is  inspected,  ONE  at 
a  time  and  if  it  passes  inspection  it  is  then 
butted  and  tipped,  not  with  a  machine  but 
by  hand  and  each  end  of  the  ear  is  inspected 
in  this  operation  to  see  that  the  kernels  are 
nice  and  bright,  also  to  detect  any  mould  or 
silk  cuts  that  might  appear.  After  butting 
and  tipping  the  corn  is  ready  for  the  sheller 
and  grader.

A  big  Clipper  receives  this  Shelled  Corn 
from  the  Sheller  and  puts  on  the  finishing 
touches.  It  takes  out  the  small  kernels 
and  odd  shaped  round  ones  and  removes  all 
the  dirt  and  chaff.
